The 
majesty of the Word made Flesh appears in a new splendor, 
and our exultation at the birth of the Divine Babe receives a 
new impetus. Guided by a wonderful star, the three Holy 
Kings come from the distant Orient to the crib of Bethlehem, 
and, enlightened by the grace of God, they fall down upon their 
knees before the weak little Infant cradled there. Full of faith 
and devotion, they adore Him as their Lord and God, and as a 
token of their allegiance, they present to Him gifts: gold, 
frankincense and myrrh. 

Oh, who does not piously envy those upon whom heaven 
bestowed such an inestimable privilege! And who does not 
cherish an ardent longing to join them and participate in their 
unspeakable happiness! Doubtless, dear reader, a similar, in- 
definable longing also fills your heart. Behold, then, a friendly 
star also beckons to you. Nor do you need to undertake a long, 
perilous journey in order to reach the object of your ardent 
desires. No; for your Savior is very near to you. The per- 
petual light which burns before the Tabernacle in peaceful, 
solemn silence is for you a beacon like unto the radiant star 
which shone over the stable on Bethlehem’s plains.

friendly way to accompany him thither to admire and adore. 
Come, then, follow that star as faithfully as did the three Holy 
Kings. These holy Magi when in Jerusalem did not allow 
themselves to be misled nor frightened at the indignation of, 
Herod; they sought God perseveringly. Similarly, do not per- 
mit yourself to be deterred by the world, by your associates, 
or by your own perverse inclinations. Hasten to the Tabernacle 
with firm faith and tender love. Hasten thither, and you will 
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find the same Jesus who, as a charming Infant in the crib, 
stretched forth His tiny arms toward the three Holy Kings; 
for behold, upon our altars the sublime mystery of the Incar- 
nation is perpetuated in a most wonderful manner. 

The holy Magi hastened to Bethlehem, that is, the “House 
of Bread.” So let us also hasten to the “House of the Bread 
of Life,” that is, to the Tabernacle. And let us fall down upon 
our knees before our Sacramental God, and like the three Holy 
Kings, present Him with our offerings of gold, frankincense 
and myrrh. 


Gold —a Gift to the King — Love 


The three Holy Kings came a great distance. They en- 
countered numerous difficulties and hardships during their 
journey. All this they endured in order to seek the new-born 
King of the Jews and pay homage to His Majesty. What did 
they find? Instead of a gorgeous palace, only a shepherds’ 
cave. They entered and found only extreme poverty: a manger 
strewn with straw, poor swaddling clothes, a simple man, a 
modest mother and a quivering, helpless little Babe. Never- 
theless they fell down upon the hard floor of the stable-grotto, 
offering lowly adoration to their Savior and their God whom 
they recognized in this little Child. Full of rapturous delight, 
gratitude and devotion, they rendered Him homage as their 
King ‘and laid at His feet their gift of gold. 

If we approach the Blessed Sacrament, we see nothing of 
splendor or glory,— not a glimmer of majesty or heavenly 
grandeur. We see only a tiny white Host. Yet in the pres- 
ence of the God of Love thus concealed under so lowly a form, 
our strong and living faith should assert itself. Behold, this 
form of bread conceals our highest Lord and God, our Savior 
and Redeemer, our King and our Judge. Here is present the 
Creator of heaven and earth with all His Divine perfections 
and attributes. Here is enthroned He to whom the Father has 
given all power in heaven and on earth. — Jesus in the Taber- 
nacle expects from us the gold of faithful love. 
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Frankincense — an Acknowledgment of the 
Godhead — Adoration 


What sign of mighty power did the holy Magi find in the 
poor stable at Bethlehem? None. What traits of the great 
expected Ruler were manifested in the helpless Child? None. 
But infused light caused them to recognize in the lowly manger 
the throne of the Godhead; and in the weak Infant, the Al- 
mighty Creator. Overcome with admiration at Divine great- 
ness thus clothed in human weakness, they prostrated before 
Him and worshipped Him as their God, whilst they opened 
their coffer of frankincense. 

In the Holy Eucharist today, we, like the holy Magi, per- 
ceive no sign of the Godhead. Not a ray of glory penetrates 
the Host, as it shone not through the swathing bands in Beth- 
lehem’s lowly grotto. Ah, but is not this very concealment 
an act of God’s merciful love! At the Transfiguration of our 
Lord on Mt. Thabor the apostles were filled with fear and 
terror, whilst the charming loveliness of the poor Babe of Beth- 
lehem encouraged even the timid shepherds to approach. Yes, 
in the Blessed Sacrament Jesus so completely veils His splendor 
because of our human weakness and misery. Yet He is none 
the less truly God. From the Tabernacle He guards and pro- 
tects His devoted children. From the silence of the Host He 
judges at all times the living and the dead. From the seclusion 
of the Tabernacle He governs the world, exercising absolute 
sovereignty over the kingdoms of nature, grace and glory. The 
more deeply the great God humbles Himself, the more deserv- 
ing is He of our reverence and admiration. Can we hesitate 
to follow the example of the three Holy Kings, and, prostrate 
in all humility, render homage to our highest Lord under 
the Sacramental veils by offering to Him the incense of our 
adoration? 


Myrrh — a Symbol of Sorrow — Suffering 


In order to show to us the greatness of His love, the Son 
of God, whilst reposing in the bosom of the Heavenly Father, 
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willed to descend to earth as a poor little Infant. He wished 
by His most bitter Passion and death to regain for us the friend- 
ship of God which we had lost through shameless disobedience. 
How significant was the gift of myrrh presented to the Divine 
Child by the holy Magi! Thereby He was typified as the 
future “Man of Sorrows.” 

Gazing upon the Most Blessed Sacrament, we remember 
that the Holy Eucharist is the memorial of Christ’s bitter Pas- 
sion. Yes, the altar is another Calvary of love whereon our 
Savior suffers from the coldness, indifference and ingratitude 
of those whom He loves so tenderly. Whose heart is not grieved 
at the offenses offered to the God of Love concealed under the 
Sacramental veils? It is a marvel of Divine mercy that God 
does not immediately punish such crimes. Faithful souls can 
but admire; they cannot comprehend. It is our sacred duty 
to kneel before this offended God and implore Him to with- 
hold the sword of vengeance, already drawn, and to accept our 
homage and praise, our prayers and sacrifices, in reparation. 
Considering all that Jesus has done and suffered for us, can 
we hesitate to prostrate before Him and mingle with the gold 
of our love and the incense of our adoration, the myrrh of 
sacrifice, mortification and atonement? 


The New Way 


Dear reader, if you visit Jesus in the Most Blessed Sacra- 
ment with the three Holy Kings, bringing to Him your offerings 
in a disposition of loving adoration, you too, will receive, as 
they did, a blissful recompense. Happy and greatly rejoiced, 
they returned home, protected on their way by an angel, and 
the Church today venerates them as saints. Jesus in the Sacred 
Host will also give you the grace, like the three Holy Kings, 
to hasten toward your native country by another way; that is, 
He will give you grace to avoid the former occasions of sin, 
with its pitfalls and dangers, that under His powerful protec- 
tion you may joyously proceed on the road to heaven, your 
true home. 
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The Holy Name of Jesus 


Feast, January 2d 





Te ESUS! Holy Name! Sacred Name! It is a short 





word, easily pronounced, but highly significant 
and full of inexpressible mysteries. All that God 
has ordained for the salvation of mankind is 
comprised in this Name: Jesus. The Heavenly Father Him- 
self conferred this Name upon His only-begotten Son who be- 
came man, because the angel, who was sent by God, said to 
Mary: “Behold... thou shalt bring forth a Son and thou shalt 
call His Name Jesus” (Luke i. 31). And again: “And after 
eight days were accomplished that the Child should be circum- 
cised: His Name was called Jesus, which was called by the 
angel before He was conceived in the womb” (Luke ii. 21). 

With reason was this Name chosen by God for the Divine 
Child, for God alone can understand all the mysteries con- 
tained in this blessed Name. And what does the Name Jesus 
mean? It means Savior. Applied to the Incarnate Word of 
God, it means indeed a Divine Savior, one and only, who is to 
redeem the whole world from the slavery of hell. “Thou shalt 
call His Name Jesus: for He shall save His people from their 
sins” (Matt. i. 21). 

The Name of Jesus brings to mind His glorious triumphs, 
His powerful victories, the record of captives set free, of slaves 
redeemed, of sinners saved from everlasting death. O Name 
to be evermore adored and praised! “Blessed be the Name 
of the Lord, from henceforth now and forever” (Ps. cxii. 2). 

The chief glory of His Name is that it explains the dual 
nature of the Incarnate Word. In fact, to be Jesus, a Savior, 
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in the fullest meaning of the word, to save the whole world 
from the justly deserved wrath of God, required Him to be 
nothing less than a Man-God. He must be a man so that He 
might be capable of suffering in order to give to the Divine 
Justice the satisfaction owed by the guilty; He must be a God 
also, that to the satisfaction He might impart infinite value, 
equaling it to the offense. Hence the Name of Jesus is not 
only equal to the Name of God, but It also embraces the Divine 
and Human natures of the Word made Flesh, together with the 
mysteries proceeding from the Incarnation. 

You can now understand why the Eternal Father, through 
the unknowing Roman governor, would have that Divine Name 
written in three languages upon the glorious tree of the Cross: 
Jesus of Nazareth, King of the Jews. The Cross was His vic- 
torious standard; the inscription was to announce to the whole 
world the victory of the Savior and the new reign which He 
had inaugurated. “Regnavit a ligno Deus — God hath reigned 
from the tree” (Vexilla regis). 

You can now also understand why the Church, in her 
ritual, pays such profound homage to the Name of Jesus. The 
faithful bow their heads at the Name of Jesus, remembering 
that It signifies the Word Incarnate who assumed human nature 
for their salvation. This Name means the Divine Mediator 
through whom justice and peace have kissed each other, through 
whom has been granted to mankind the great blessing of Re- 
demption. The Church exclaims: “O happy fault! which 
deserved to possess so great a Redeemer!” (Morning office 
of Holy Saturday.) 

Our Savior Himself assures us of the power and efficacy 
of this, His Name: “These signs shall follow them that believe: 
In my Name they shall cast out devils: they shall speak with 
new tongues. They shall take up serpents: and if they shall 
drink any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them: they shall lay 
their hands upon the sick and they shall recover” (Mark xvi. 
17, 18). 

Our Savior Himself likewise gives us the consoling prom- 
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ise of a favorable answer to our prayer: “If you ask the Father 
anything in My Name, He will give it you” (John xvi. 23). 

Testimony is likewise given to the salvation in this Name 
by the Acts of the Apostles: “Neither is there salvation in any 
other. For there is no other name under heaven given to men, 
whereby we must be saved” (Acts, iv. 12). There is no evil 
from which this Name does not deliver, no peril from which 
It does not guard, no grace which It does not obtain.

This Name was 
the banner, as it were, under which he placed 
his office of preaching and by the power of this sweetest 
and most beneficent Name, he suppressed the discord which 
had broken out in families and entire congregations through- 
out Italy by reason of the prevailing vice of gambling. He 
sought, above all, to attack the root of the evil and everywhere 
strove to exterminate this abominable form of amusement. 

Once, in a small town which he was visiting as the “apostle 
of peace,” he encountered a man who was industriously en- 
gaged in printing and preparing gambling cards. Bernardine 
stepped up close to the card-maker, looked at his work, and 
asked, as if much interested: “Do you not understand any trade 
but this?” 

“No!” answered the card-maker. 

“If you will follow the advice which I shall give you,” 
replied the Saint, “you will be able without difficulty to earn 
sufficient for your livelihood!” 

Bernardine thereupon took a compass and with it drew 
a circle upon one of the cards, wrote the Name of Jesus in the 
center, surrounded it with rays of light and a wreath of roses, 
and then said: “Make such cards, my son, and I assure you 
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that you will acquire more from these goods of God than from 
your goods of the devil, the gambling cards, which have been 
the cause of bringing so much misery and distress upon the 
people.” 

The man followed the advice of the kind priest, and found 
that with this pious occupation his circumstances became more 
prosperous than with the former, which had exercised such a 
pernicious influence upon the morals of the faithful. 

Through St. Bernardine’s example, may this employment 
be recommended likewise to us in a spiritual sense. If we but 
write the Name of Jesus in our heart, It will never fail us in 
our necessities, for the Name of Jesus is a Name of salvation 
and of peace, a Name of truth and love, a Name of eternal life! 
This holy Name is for us the light of faith, the foundation of 
our hope and the object of our love. May this holy Name be 
with us as a shield and protection in every danger! May It 
be impressed upon our hearts as the seal of holy love!

Reflections for January Ist 





] OTHING is more common and better known than 
time,” says St. Augustine. “We perfectly under- 
stand one another when we speak of it; we per- 
fectly understand others when they speak of it. 
What, then, is time? When I am not asked I know; when I 
am asked to explain it, I do not know.” Time would seem 
to be the opposite of eternity, for the words temporal and eter- 
nal are employed to indicate a contrast. And yet what we call 
time is only one little drop escaped from the sea of eternity, 
and is thus designated because we can distinguish a beginning 
and an end. All that we can comprehend of time is the present; 
but what is the present? It is the moment of which I am just 
conscious. But, behold, it has passed away while I am speak- 
ing of it, and while I am trying to place it at the bar of my 
consciousness, it already belongs to the past, which is mine as 
little as the future, to which I can only reach forth in thought 
and imagination, and in the cares and desires of my heart. 

Moment follows upon moment, and these gradually be- 
come days, weeks, months, years. And when ten, a hundred, 
a thousand years have passed away, they leave as little trace 
behind them as the last moment which has just gone. How very 
far distant must the present year have seemed to those living 
a hundred years ago. A succession of moments has gradually 
filled up this space of time; it has become the present year, 
and in a similar way will become the past to those coming a 
hundred years after our time. 

Just as fleeting as time is the frail memory of man. We 
live in the present, we plague and trouble ourselves about the 
things of the present. But immediately it has become the past it 
vanishes into the background, out of our mental field of vision, 
and appears to our souls like some object enveloped in mist 
and scarcely to be distinguished by the eye. It seems to us like 
a dream which we can only with difficulty recall when we are 
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awake. Who can accurately remember what occupied his in- 
terest and sympathy a year ago? Have not all the things then 
troubling our hearts passed away as though they had never 
been? However important the event which happens, however 
great the fortune or misfortune which overtakes us, and how- 
ever deeply it engraves itself at this present moment upon the 
soul and fills it with the keenest joy or the deepest sorrow; all 
these vivid impressions will become more and more dulled as 
time gradually effaces the writing from the tablets of our hearts. 

Though the memory of man is weak and limited, the mem- 
ory of God is infinite: it embraces all, and with Him there is 
no past or present or future. In the oneness of His undivided 
eternity, He can see and penetrate all things with a single 
glance. All lies clear and unveiled before Him: the century 
and the single moments out of which the centuries were formed, 
and the way in which each man used the moments measured out 
for him for the time of his earthly life. Everything is recorded 
in the book of life or of death. Innumerable generations have 
passed away since the creation of the world; but nothing is lost 
of their good or evil deeds, nothing is effaced from the memory 
of God, not even the smallest action, the most insignificant 
thought or word, the faintest motion passing like lightning over 
the human heart. All will be preserved throughout eternity.

41] HATSOEVER you: do or omit, let it be done or 
; omitted for the honor and glory of God; so that in 
all things you may look simply to God by a pure 
intention, and be bound to Him by the glorious 
bond of good will, never knowingly or willingly seeking your- 
self. The moment you discover in yourself any inordinate self- 
seeking, repudiate it and deny yourself; for self-seeking and 
self-will corrupt and spoil our good works. True self-denial 
assuredly sounds sweet in the ear of God, and marvellously 
delights His Majesty. If you say only one Hail Mary to the 
perpetual praise of God, with self-denial, it will be more pleas- 
ing to God, and of more advantage to yourself, than if you were 
often to recite the whole Psalter of your own accord or out of 
self-will. 

“There is no action so insignificant that it may not be of 
great advantage to the soul if it be purely referred to God. 
Wherefore, he who for the sake of God places even one little 
flower on the altar, or adorns the image of any saint with a sin- 
cere and devout intention, will doubtless receive a great reward. 
Moreover, he will not lose his reward who only bows the head 
or bends the knee in honor of God. Seek and ask of God that 
the utmost praise of the Creator may result from each of your 
words, from each step of your feet, from every movement of 
your body, and from every morsel that you eat; seek and ask 
that every breath you take, day and night, may honor and 
glorify God and show your love of Him; then, indeed, will 
come to pass what you rightly and piously desire and seek,”— 
the good pleasure of God in this world and life everlasting in 
the world to come.

Spiritual Jewels 


When his sermon was ended, the holy Bishop heaved a 
deep sigh and said to the other bishops present: “O my breth- 
ren, how many hours, perhaps, did this woman spend in adorn- 
ing her person and how carefully did she choose everything that 
would enhance her physical beauty. Why all this attention, 
care and labor? All in order to please mortal man who is per- 
ishable as a cloud of vapor. And we, my brethren, what do 
we do? Did not God give us a soul, the original beauty of 
which is incomparably greater than the personal beauty of this 
profligate woman — a soul which is the reflection, the image 
of God? 

“Did not our Lord promise to be Himself the eternal 
Bridegroom of our soul and to bestow upon us an abundance 
of heavenly joy and bliss if we love Him and seek to please 
Him? Alas! my brethren, where are the pearls and jewels 
with which we adorn our soul? Are we solicitous to have it 
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appear before its heavenly Bridegroom clad in festive attire 
and diffusing the sweet fragrance of virtue! Ah, woe, woe to 
us! Instead of adorning our soul we neglect it and permit it 
to become corrupted by sin.” Tears welled up in the eyes of 
the servant of God as he uttered these words. Deeply moved, 
he returned home, retired to his room and there, prostrate on 
the floor begged forgiveness of God for the little zeal he had 
thus far employed to enrich and adorn his soul. 


True Repentance 


Praise of the holy and learned Bishop, Nonnus, was on 
the lips of all the faithful at Antioch. It reached even the ears 
of the famous dancer. Prompted by curiosity, she one day 
entered the church where Nonnus was preaching. Fired by the 
zeal of a saint, Nonnus spoke of the terrors of the Last Judg- 
ment, the eternal bliss of heaven and the eternal punishment 
in hell. The whole assembly was profoundly moved, but no one 
shed tears more copiously, no one was more penetrated by the 
terrors of the Last Judgment than Pelagia! It was the hour of 
grace for her sin-stained soul. Completely changed interiorly, 
she sought out the holy Bishop, and in presence of a number 
of other prelates, threw herself on her knees, imploring the 
grace of holy baptism. Her petition was granted after her 
contrition had been tested and found to be sincere. “Take my 
gold, my silver, my jewels, my beautiful garments,” she said; 
“I place them all in thy hands to be used for the Church and 
for the poor. Henceforth my only ambition shall be to adorn 
my soul with the unperishable gems of virtue.” Immediately 
she set out on a pilgrimage to the Holy Land. So true was her 
conversion that (according to tradition) she built a little cell on 
the Mount of Olives, with its sole window overlooking the valley 
of Josaphat, and thus, constantly reminded of the Last Judg- 
ment, she embraced a life of severe penance which was crowned 
by a holy death.. The Church honors her as a saint and cele- 
brates her feast on October 8th.

Efficacy of Holy Mass 


§) HE same Jesus who immolated Himself for us upon 
Calvary offers Himself daily in the Sacrifice of the 
Mass. Therefore Holy Mass is the greatest act of 
our holy religion, the most sublime means of hon- 
oring God, the most effective means of thanking Him for the 
benefits received, the most powerful means of rendering Him 
condign reparation for the sins committed and obtaining the 
graces of which we stand in need. 

1. In Holy Mass Jesus immolates Himself to the Eternal 
Father to honor Him. But Jesus is God, hence it is God who 
honors God. The Most High thereby receives an honor worthy 
-of Himself. Jesus is likewise our Head and we are His mem- 
bers. Therefore His adorations are ours, just as the public acts 
of a ruler are acts of the nation which he represents and of 
which he is the head. How consoling! Our adorations, our 
prayers, our affections, our worship, united to Jesus in Holy 
Mass, are transformed and made Divine, and we honor God 
in a manner worthy of Him. 

Father Segneri relates that a pious person was troubled 
at not being able to honor God as He deserved. One day our 
Lord made known to him: “Be not disturbed, you can honor 
Me worthily by offering Holy Mass.” Let us, then, assist fre- 
quently at the Adorable Sacrifice. 

2. Jesus offered Himself upon Calvary to make atonement 
to offended Divine Justice, and He does the same in Holy Mass. 
Woe to us if we had not Holy Mass, in which Jesus offers Him- 
self in expiation for the numerous and enormous sins which are 
committed! Who could withstand the thunderbolts of Divine 
wrath? “As for myself, I am convinced,” said St. Leonard of 
Port Maurice, “that without Holy Mass the world at the pres- 
ent time would be crushed beneath the weight of its crimes!” 

By Holy Mass we give to God superabundant satisfaction. 
This was expressed by a holy priest at the altar, who, raising 
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up the Host and the Chalice, uttered these words to the Divine 
Justice: “Behold, I offer Thee the infinite merits and sufferings 
of Jesus Christ; pay Thyself and return the rest to me.” 

_ 3. How great are the benefits God has bestowed upon us 
and continues to bestow upon us unceasingly! Life, health, 
relatives, friends, perhaps wealth; above all, the gift of the 
true Faith and the great means of sanctification — all, all, even 
the air which we breathe, are gifts of God. How shall we thank 
Him adequately? By Holy Mass; by uniting our thanksgivings 
to those of Jesus. Therefore the Ven. Alexander Luzzaro, a 
patrician of Brescia, said to all those who approached him: 
“You should not be content to hear Holy Mass merely on feast 
days, but be zealous to assist every day.” 

4. Every day, every moment, we have need of graces for 
body and for soul, for time and for eternity. How shall we 
obtain them? The most efficacious means is through Holy Mass. 
Holy Mass is worth more than the prayers of all good souls, 
more than the prayers of all the angels and saints together; it 
is worth even more than the prayers of Mary Most Holy. “No 
language,” says St. Lawrence Justinian, “can express how great 
and how copious are the fruits, and how abundant the gifts that 
flow to us through the offering of the Sacrifice of the Mass.”

Example of Alexander Manzoni 
1785 — 1873 

Father Henry Morganti, during his last illness in the scho- 
lastic year of 1898 — 1899, spoke several times of the follow- 
ing fact: — 

“In 1869,” he said, “when I was twelve years of age, I 
left my native town, Lesmo, to go to study at Turin with my 
two brothers. We passed the night at Milan, and in the morn- 
ing, as we wandered about the city, Providence arranged that 
we should pass into St. Fidelis’ Street and by chance meet the 
great Lombard novelist, Alexander Manzoni.* My eldest 


*In his private life, Manzoni was under every aspect most admir- 
able and exemplary; as a public character he is the noblest figure in 
the Italian literature of the 19th century. 
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brother, who had made his studies at Milan, recognized him, 
pointed him out to us and told us enthusiastically who he was. 

“My curiosity was aroused! I wished to follow him. We 
did so, and saw that the great man was on his way to St. Fidelis’ 
Church. At the door a poor old woman extended her hand. 
Manzoni took from his purse a silver coin, gave it to her and 
went in. We followed him. He went straight to the altar rail, 
and there, without support of any kind, he knelt on the bare 
floor. With joined hands and modest eyes, fully recollected, 
he prayed, prayed, prayed. 

“Mass began at that moment, but I did not take my eyes 
from Manzoni, and now, after twenty-nine years, his features 
are still so clear in my mind that, if I were a painter, I feel I 
could portray his likeness better than so many of his contem- 
poraries have done. Time passed, the Mass came to an end 
and we had to be on our way to the station. We left the church 
with regret, but Manzoni remained there, kneeling upon the 
bare pavement, without support, his hands joined upon his 
breast, immobile as a statue, his eyes fixed upon the Tabernacle. 
Such an impression was made upon me that I have never for- 
gotten it! And that was not a holyday, but a weekday! I know 
now that Manzoni went to Holy Mass every day, if possible, 
and frequently approached the Holy Sacraments!” 

Does the example of the great Lombard poet and novelist 
say nothing to our minds? nothing to our hearts?

Gradual 

HE priest, remaining in the same position as at the 
Epistle, now reads the Gradual. The Gradual 
formerly consisted of an entire psalm or psalms 

, and was sung with great solemnity. It was Pope 
Gregory the Great (>604) who reduced the length of the 
psalm to the present few verses which epitomize the Epistle. 
These few verses are so appropriately selected that they are 
little masterpieces, literary and spiritual. Like a golden thread 
the spirit of the Mass is woven through the Collect, Epistle 
and Gradual, showing the completeness and exceedingly beau- 
tiful arrangement of the liturgy. The Gradual expresses the 
sentiments and dispositions which the Epistle should produce 





in our souls. 

For instance, in the Mass of Corpus Christi we honor the 
Most Blessed Sacrament as the memorial of the Passion, and 
ask that through the sacred mysteries of Christ’s Body and 
Blood we may feel within us the fruit of the Redemption. St. 
Paul speaks to us in the Epistle, exhorting: us to receive the 
most sacred Body and Blood of the Lord worthily. The 
Gradual, after exciting us to trust in.God’s Providence and 
gratitude for His benefits, ends with those beautiful words 
which tell us of our inestimable privilege and dignity of being 
united with Jesus Christ through the Holy Eucharist: — 

The eyes of all hope in Thee, O Lord, and Thou givest 
them meat in due season. v. Thou openest Thy hand, and 
fillest every living creature with Thy blessing. Alleluia, alle- 
luia. v. John vi. My Flesh is meat indeed, and My Blood is 
drink indeed: he that eateth My Flesh and drinketh My Blood 
abideth in Me, and I in him. 

No prayers can be compared with the liturgy of Holy 
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Church. We should endeavor to grasp the deep spiritual mean- 
ing of the prayers. A pope of the fifth century, in the course 
of a famous controversy, pronounced the following words which 
have been regarded, ever since, as an axiom of theology: Legem 
credendi lex statuat supplicandi — in other words, the liturgy 
of the Church is a sure guide to her teaching. Above all else, 
the Church prizes the integrity of the faith of which she is the 
guardian; she could not, therefore, allow her official prayer and 
worship to be in contradiction to her doctrine. Thus, she has 
ever watched over the formulas of her liturgy with the utmost 
care, correcting or rejecting anything that seemed to be in any 
way tainted with error. 

The verses of the Gradual change their form for the feasts 
and for the different seasons of the year. Like the /ntroit, they 
announce the reason why the Mass is being read; —whether it 
be in honor of some saint, or some mystery of our holy religion, 
for the departed, or for some other reason. In times of joy 
and special solemnity, several Alleluias are added to the Grad- 
ual, Alleluia is a Hebrew word and means “Praise the Lord.” 


Tract and Sequence 


In times of penance and sorrow these Alleluias would be 
out of place. They are, therefore, sometimes omitted and sev- 
eral more verses substituted. These added verses, taken from 
the psalms or the Old Testament, are called the Tract. 

On certain days Holy Church wishes to continue for a 
longer time the joy of the Alleluia or the sorrow and expres- 
sion of penance in the Tract. She does this by reciting a longer 
hymn or psalm called the Sequence. There are now five 
Sequences in our Missal, one for each of the following feasts: — 

For Easter Sunday: Victimae Paschali, supposed to have 
been composed by a priest named Wipo about 1048. 

For Pentecost: Veni Sancti Spiritus, written by Pope 
Innocent III about 1198. 

For Corpus Christi: Lauda Sion, composed by St. Thomas 
Aquinas about 1274. 
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For the Feast of the Sorrowful Mother: Stabat Mater, 
generally attributed to a Franciscan friar in 1306. 

In Masses for the Departed: Dies Irae, also believed to 
have been composed by a Franciscan friar in 1306. 

These Sequences abound in poetic beauty, depth of thought 
and doctrinal soundness, as we will fully realize by reading 


attentively the incomparable Sequence for the feast of Corpus 


Christi.

The Christian Family 





3] HE Christian family is of great importance. The 
child will usually be what the family is in which 
he is born and raised. He receives from his fam- 
ily, as it were, a spiritual legacy for his whole life; 





his temporal and eternal welfare are largely determined by 
his home influences. This thought should incite parents to put 
forth every effort to make their home a truly Christian one — 
a home similar to that of the Holy Family at Nazareth. 

1. Sin did not exist in the Holy Family at Nazareth. 
Jesus, our Divine Savior, was by His nature incapable of com- 
mitting sin; Mary, by the special grace of God, was preserved 
from all personal sins as well as from the stain of original sin; 
and Joseph, we may readily surmise, never committed even 
so much as a deliberate venial sin. As pure and sinless as was 
the Family of Nazareth, your family, Christian parents, cannot 
be, it is true; yet you must be firm in striving to exclude sin 
from your home as far as lies in your power. Sin can bring 
only sorrow to you and your household. Therefore, first of 
all, you must earnestly strive to avoid sin yourselves, guarding 
against unjust anger, quarrels and strifes; against immodest 
and uncharitable speaking; in short, against everything that 
might offend God and give a bad example to your children. 
Then you must also do all in your power to combat sin 
among those belonging to you— your children and your 
servants; you must be watchful that their innocence and 
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virtue are not endangered. This is your serious and holy duty. 

2. The Holy Family of Nazareth was deeply religious. 
There everything was sustained and penetrated by a religious 
spirit. Never since the world began have the duties of a fam- 
ily toward God been so faithfully and perfectly fulfilled as in 
the poor, quiet home of Nazareth. How often and how piously 
were the Divine truths contemplated there! How joyfully and 
fervently did Jesus, Mary and Joseph pray, and how holy did 
they keep the Lord’s day! Similarly, dear Christian parents, 
should the spirit of our holy religion pervade and animate 
your family. Bountiful are the blessings which will descend 
upon your home as a result. It will thereby maintain a nobler 
standard; the members of your family will be incited to per- 
form their duties most faithfully; you yourselves will receive 
strength patiently to bear your crosses and the difficulties of 
life; the spirit of the world with its frivolity and corrupt prin- 
ciples will be debarred from the sanctuary of your home. Oh, 
then be diligent in fostering a devout life; recite prayers in 
common; keep constant watch that the religious observance of 
Sundays and holy-days is strictly complied with; have someone 
in your home assist at Holy Mass even on week days if possible; 
procure instructive and edifying books, for they will exert a 
powerful influence for good. 

3. Constant peace and unity reigned in the Holy Family 
of Nazareth. Never was the peace of that household disturbed 
by an angry word or even a fleeting irritation; its members 
lived in constant harmony and intimate union. Happy the fam- 
ily which resembles the Holy Family also in this regard. In 
such a home one serves God more faithfully and joyfully, bears 
the cross with greater ease and rears children with better suc- 
cess than in a family from which peace has vanished. In a 
poor straw hut in which peace reigns one may live more happily 
and contentedly than in a magnificent palace in which hearts 
have become estranged. Seek, therefore, to preserve peace; 
be kind, attentive and obliging towards one another; be patient 
and forbearing; never speak a word which could offend any- 
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one. And if the peace should have been disturbed, you must 
try at once to forget every real or imaginary offence and speak 
kindly to one another again. 

4. Finally, the Holy Family of Nazareth worked dili- 
gently. St. Joseph performed hard labors with joy and patience 
from morning till night. Mary, in the most willing and faith- 
ful manner, attended to everyone and everything in the home. 
Gladly and humbly Jesus assisted both. So, too, in the Chris- 
tian family, work must be loved. The father should live en- 
tirely for his calling; the mother, as an able and industrious 
housewife, should be the soul of the family; and the children 
should early be taught to do suitable work. But one must ac- 
custom oneself to work in a Christian manner, — that is, with 
a good intention. Then work truly becomes a prayer — yes, 
a service of God.

‘yi fied, the saint cried out: “Mercy! mercy! all the 
Ei 
pains of the martyrs are but an agreeable pleasure- 
garden compared to what is endured in purgatory.” St. 
Augustine declared that the holy martyrs, indeed, endured 
dreadful tortures, but none so great as are those in purgatory. 


Holy Faith teaches us that in the life to come there is — 


‘besides the eternal place of punishment for the reprobates — 


a place of temporary punishment where the souls of the just 
who have departed from this world free from mortal sin and in 
the grace of God, yet not without stain, will be purified like gold 
in the furnace, so that they may become truly blessed, “yet so 
as by fire” (1 Cor. iii. 15). Nothing defiled can enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. Christ our Lord Himself signified this 
place of punishment in the words: “I say to thee, thou shalt not 
go out from thence till thou repay the last farthing” (Matt. 
v. 26). This place we call purgatory. 

Love surmounts all the laws of humanity and Christianity. 
Love is the indissoluble bond that links mankind together. 
Love binds Christians to their fellow-Christians and this bond 
endures even in the next world. Love forms of them a con- 
fraternity which will continue in heaven, and which makes 
Christians on earth compassionate and merciful toward their 
suffering brothers and sisters in purgatory. In the Catholic 
Church this communion of saints will continue till the end of 
time. The members of the Church Triumphant pray for their 
brethren who are struggling upon earth, and the members of the 
Church Militant do what they can for the release of the suffer- 
ing souls in purgatory, since the deliverance of these souls from 
torment lies almost wholly within their power. 

Dear reader, perhaps you have deceased parents, or at 
least deceased relatives and acquaintances. Perhaps long years 
since their bodies have returned to dust. But where are their

souls? God grant they are in heaven. But human nature is 
weak, and it is difficult, very difficult, to be perfectly pure and 
without stain when leaving this world. 


“Our Dear Lord will have a Beautiful Cross with Her!’ 


A certain peasant had a quarrelsome wife. When she 
died, his friends and neighbors came to console him, and the 
parish priest also spoke words of comfort. “Be at peace, my 
good man,” remarked the priest, “your departed wife is well 
cared for; she is now with our dear Lord.” At these words the 
peasant exclaimed in great astonishment: “What? With our 
dear Lord? Well, our dear Lord will have a beautiful cross 
with her!” The peasant thought it impossible that his wife 
should, immediately after death, be admitted to the happiness 
of heaven, and he was perfectly right. — Common sense itself 
tells us that there must be a purgatory, for many a person is not 
such a great sinner that God ¢an condemn him forever; and yet 
he is not, at the moment of death, so pure that he can forthwith 
enter into the company of the angels and saints. Therefore, 
there must be a third place where man can be wholly purified 
from his stains. 

“Have Pity on Me!” 


A life free from vice or a contrite repentance upon one’s 
deathbed certainly is an assurance against eternal damnation; 
but in order to enter at once into the realm of bliss, more is 
required than an ordinarily good life or a fleeting act of con- 
trition. To be admitted among the hosts of the blessed in 
heaven one must have lived a mortified, penitential life; a soul 
must be cleansed from every stain of sin and must be clothed 
with the nuptial garment of baptismal innocence. 

Whilst you, therefore, Christian soul, stand at the grave 
of your loved one and console yourself with the thought: “Oh, 
blessed one, slumber gently in the bosom of mother earth! You 
have overcome death; for you, there are no more tears, no more 
pains,” — you hear, in spirit, a stifled voice from the depths of 
the grave: “Miseremini mei, miseremini mei — have pity on 
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me, have pity on me, at least you my friends, because the hand 
of the Lord hath touched me” (Job xix. 21). “True, I am 
saved from eternal death; true, I shall one day be admitted into 
the land of the blessed; but I am suffering severe punishment 
for some small failings and transgressions and for various un- 
atoned sins, and I must suffer until the last farthing of the debt 
is paid. God’s justice demands it, but His mercy permits that 
our brethren upon earth may hasten our deliverance. Oh, help 
us, help us!” 

When you think of this, dear reader, and reflect that your 
friends and relatives are perhaps still suffering in purgatory, 
surely your soul will be filled with heartfelt compassion. O 
woeful thought: my beloved father, my never-to-be-forgotten 
mother, my dear sister, my brother, my husband, my wife — 
is in purgatory! Oh, is it not a dreadful thought that perhaps 
our loved ones are in imprisonment, on the most painful sick- 
bed, in the greatest need? Surely you wish to bring help and de- 
liverance to the departed. Then do not delay, for just as the 
pain and anxiety you endure for them brings them aid and 
comfort, so each moment of delay postpones their hour of 
deliverance.
